New Orveans, Sept. 21.—The conference at 
the Custom-House was carried on dming the 
greater part of Sunday and Monday. The mem- 
bers of the Committee were extremely mysteri- 
ous im their movements, and very guarded in 
what they said about the matters under consid- 
eration. They finally adjourned about 8 o'clock 
to-day without having come to any agreemént. 
All the McEnery people continued w attend the 
sittings until the last, including Penn, ex-Lieut.- 
Gov. Voorhies, Senators Jonas, Chapin, and 
Beard, and others. Many of tle Re- 
publicans dropped out of the affair at 
different times, especially those whose 
offices it was proposed to trade 
off. There seemed to be aspirit of willingness 
on the part of everybody to swap off every one 
else’s office, and great reluctance to deprive the 
State of their own services. About the tongh- 
est question to settle is, what side should carry 
op the registration and election this fall, both 
parties being very anxious to have it under their 
own authority in order to insure that it should 
be carried on with the utmost fairness. The ar- 
gument op this question was a very heated one, 
the Republicans uing that in the northern 
and Red River parishes the colored Republicans 
would have no show with Democratic registrars 
and supervisors, and Mr. McEnery’s fnends 
pointing out the extreme improbabality of fair- 
ness under the appointees of Kellogg. 

Reporta come in from the couutry parishes of 
tumult and disturbance consequent upon the 
changes of officials. The McEnery appointees 
now have possession in most of the parishes of 
the State, and the fact of the five days mentioned 
in the President's proclamation having expired 
does not seem toalarmthbem, It is likely that 
the Kellogg parochial officers will meet with a 
great deal of opposition in getting back unless 
they are assisted by United States soldiers. If 
they attempt to get possession through the aid 
of the military, which of course must consist of

negroes to deeds of violence, 
country people will get together with their shot- 
guns and clean them out.

WHY THEY COULD NOT AGREE. 

The registration question was finally settled 
by an agreement that both parties should jointly 
bave supervision of the election machinery. 
The subject on which the conference flually spiit 
was the Returning Board. This Board bas ex- 
traordinary supervisory powers. It is composed 
of five members—T. C. Anderson, ex-Gov. J. 
Madison Wells, Gen. Longstreet, R. M. J. Ken- 
ner, and G. Casonaval. I is their duty to com- 
pile and announce the result of all elections in 
the State, and they have authority to throw out 
any parish, precinet, or poll in which violence or 
intimidation has been used, of wluch fact they 
are to be the judges. This Board is elected by 
the Senate. ‘ihe law uires that it shall be 
made up of all parties. The McEnery Commit- 
tee proposed that three vacancies should be 
created in the Board, alleging that at present 
they were entirely unrepresented. The Repub- 
licans claimed that they were represented by 
Mesers. Anderson and Wells. Those gentlemen 
have, in their official] acts, placed themselves in 
opposition to the other members of the Board. 
Two of the vacancies thue created were to be 
filled with names to be suggested by the 
friends of MeEmery, and the third to 
be filled by mutual agreement between the par- 
ties, with the name of some gentieman of in- 
tegrity, irrespective of party ¢ffiliations. The 
Republicans were willing that the McEnery 
party should have the naming of two members, 
but they would not consent to make a third 
vacancy. The Oonference Committee then ad- 
journed.

LOCAL MISCELLANY. 


PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. 

A week or more ago Tur TRIBUNE gave pub- 
licity to a circular from the Chicago Board of 
Underwriters. The cireniar in ‘question directed 
attention to a circular issued @ short time previ- 
ous, giving notice that the rates of insurance 
had been increased. ‘The circular then goes on 
to say that ‘‘ the increased rates are mainly on 
account of insufficient water-supply, by reason 
of too small water-service pipes in front 
of many buildings, and lack of i pro- 
tection to - openings im tbe rear and 
sidea of buildings.” The circular then states 
that these deficiencies gan be remedied, not so 
much for the interest of insurance companies as 
property-holders, at avery small expense, and 
states that, if property-owners will advance to 
the city $1.50 per front foot of their lots on each 
side of the street, the Board of Pablic Works 
have promised to remedy the inadequate water- 
supply atonce. Thecircular in question goes 
further, and says, if the deficiencies are provided 
for, the increased insurance rates will not only 
be abated et once, but ithe extra premium will 
be refunded from that moment. 

Following the publication of this circular, 

CITY-ENGINEER CHESBROUGH 

gave it as his opinion that an 8-inch pipe along 
the front of business blocks would guarantee an 
adequate supply of water for fire purposes, 
Board of Underwriters have concurred in the 
opinion of the Uity Engineer, and agreed to re- 
duce rates upon all property so provided }¢ per 
cent. 

In view of the character Chicago has gained 
for blazes in the last few years, it is pleasing to 
notice that the proyisions of this circular, the 
action of the Board of Public Works, and the 
opinion of the City Engineer are attracting at- 
tention. 

MESSRS. FIELD, LEITER 4 CO., 
it is believed, were the first to take advantage of 
the situation, in which they bave been since 
joined by the business bouses al Madison 
streét, between Market and LaSalle.

dering the heavenly maid, Music, a thousand 
times in each performance of *‘ Salut a Pesth,” 
or the other piece which helps to fill his rather 
monotonous repertory. 

The Art-Gallery is still visited by its thousands 
daily, and every day sees the addition to its walls 
of some beautiful canvases. It was hoped to 
have had Healy’s famous painting of Pope Pius 
the Ninth ready for exhibition by now, but it is 
still in the hands of the Custom-House authori- 
ties. It is expected that it will be ready for ex- 
hibition by the 29th of this month, at which 
date a private view will be allowed to a select 
company. 

Hitherto the suceess of the Exposition has 
fulfilled the expectations of the managers, and 
they look forward to a continuous good attend- 
auce throughout the rest of the season. This, 
every one feels, they deserve to have, as the 
excellence of the ow in all ita depart- 
ments is acknowledged byall. It has already 
been gently hinted thaten amount of variety in 
thé masic equal to that im the programme 
would be a boon, but as Mr. Hoffmann does not 
seem to read the English papers, the painfully- 
frequent recurrence of the same old tunes will 
have tobe borne patiently by all concerned. 
People are beginning to hint, however, that a 
programme of music in the mornings, during 
which the attendances has been uniformly large, 
would be a pleasure of which the early visitors 
of the show are deserving. It 1s by no means 
improbable that the presence of a band of music 
in the mortiing might more than pay its cost in 
increased attendance. The experiment is at 
least worthy a trial. 

THE NEW GAS-WO2RES. 

The Chicago City Gas Company have two very 
extensive works in process of erection—one for 
the mauufacture of gas at the footof Deer- 
ing street and the Chicago River, the other at 
Thirty-second and South Halsted streets. The 
buildings for the manufacture of gas cover an 
area of abont 4 acres of ground, aud consist of 


a retort-house 320 feet long, 60 feet wide, and 37 
feet high to the apex of the roof; condensing, 
washing, and purifying departments under one 
roof, the dimensions of the buiiding being about 
the same as those of the retort-house; a meter- 
house, offices, and other minor appurtenances. 

The work was begun in April, and will be com- 
plete, it is expected, by the lst of November. 
The retort-house will contain 384 retorts capable 
of manufacturing 2,000,000 cubic feet of gas in 
the day of twenty-four hours, A system of hy- 
draulic mains to receive the gas from the 
retorts has been introduced, which is said 
to be a great improvement on the 
planin general use, of a continuous receiver. 
From the manufactory the gas is taken by 24- 
inch mains to the telescopic gas-holder at South 
Halsted and Thirty-second streets. The gas- 
holder is incased in a brick building, the in- 
ternal diameter of which is 155 feet, walls 69 
feet, and entite height to top of the dome 120 
feet. ‘The telescopic holder will bein two sec- 
tions, each 30 feet and 150 feet in diameter, and 
it is calculated will contain 1,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas when fully inflated. There are only four 
other gas-holders of as large dimensions in this 
country,—two in St. Louis, one in Philadelphia, 
and onein New York. 

The brick-work encasing the holder is in- 
tended asa protection against the high winds 
and storms, and the dome to keep off the snow ; 
besides as a protection against fire. A 30-inch 
main will distribute the gas from the holder 
throughout the city. On an average, upwards 
of 350 men have been engaged on these build-

THE MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

A meeting of the Chicago Medical Society was 
held last night in the reception-room of the 
Gault House, Dr. Paoli took the chair, about 
twenty members in all being present.

that it had been his g fortune to mect with 
success in his manner of treatment. 

Dr. Hutchinson thought that the paper of Dr. 
Montgomery's treated more on the thermometer 
in the diagnosis and prognosis by typhoid. 
Nearly the entire evening was consumed by the 
fraternity in discussing this subject. Dr. Paoli 
closed the subject with a few brief remarks, in 
which he said, that the use of the thermometer 
was not new, thut fifty years ago it was in use in 
Vienna, but 1; was true it had only been in use 
in this country within the past year. Dr. Paoli 
further stated that he ‘had known patients to 
die in typhoid from starvation, and again from 
want of sleep. 

The remainder of the evening was devoted to 
microscopic examination of ovarian cysts,—some 
specimens furnished by Dr. Danforth,—in the 
discussion of which several of the gentlemen 
took part. 

There being no further business the Society 
adjourned.

Since 
I wrote you, wo have begun to thresh our crop of small 
grain, end had got half done when there came ona 
steady, pouring rain (the first for three months), which 
lasted three mortal days and nights. 1 never saw so 
long and sohardarain, The result ta, in spite of all 
we could do, the loss of about half of our crop. The 
rain biew tnto the bin and drenched what was threshed.

But the de- 
feat of. the Civil-Rights candidates did not allay 
the feeling produced. In Gibson County, where

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STATE TAXATION. 

There is a loud cali for reform in taxation 
from other States than Illinois. New York City 
bas become keenly alive to the fact that she, 
with a fourth of the State’s population, pays 
over half of the State’s taxes, and that her valua- 
tion has risen in tweniy years three times as fast 
as her population, while the rural Assessors have 
so persistently kept down the valuation in their 
districts that the taxable property per capiia bas 
actually fallen in that time from $292 to $260. 
The tax-reformers of New York propose to adopt 
the system of indirect taxation. They point to 
Penusylvania, which collects most of ite revenue 
by a tax on corporation dividends, which is 
paid at the corporation offices, and to 
Massachusetts, which levies eight-ninths of 
ite revenue in the same way. Massachusetts 
is not, however, quite satisfied with her 
system. She has set a Tax Commissioner at 
work investigating. There is no idea of chang- 
ing the corporation tax. The Commission is 


State, of New Orleans, and of the agricultural 
community. It has suspended, yet holds col- 
laterals of the city and State and of mortgaged 
plantations that, under avy other circumstances, 
would indicate a most prosperous business. Be- 
sides its loans on collateral securities, it ad- 
vanced largely to the planting community.

Thereafter, the charge 
is One guinea per year. The Bureau has aiready 
got positions for women as cashiers, translators, 
sub-wardens in prisons, matrons in hospitals 
and emigrant ships, house-decorators, designers, 
glass-stainers, illuminators, law-writers, china- 
painters, ~ copyists, proof-readers, composi- 
ters, saleswomen, bookkeepers, shorthand- 
writers, machinists, business-managers, etc. 
The Bureau is evidentiy doing a good 
work. Its scope is greater than that of 
the New York institution om which we com- 
_ mented favorably a few days since. We see no 
reason why a similar institution should not 
- flourish on American soil. London is a larger

could supply America as the Londoa one sup- 
plies the British Empire.

The plan is al- 
most too large to succeed, but the 
fact of, its partial realization shows 
the growth among English women of that public 
spirit which is the soul of ali common enter- 
prises, and which men have hitherto almost 
entirely monopolized. 

The very name of Women and Work, to say 
nothing of its contents, conveys the best of 
lessons to the American woman-suffragists. 
English women have far outgtripped their Amer- 
can sisters in the race for the franchise, because 
they have shown beforehand the sterling quali- 
ties,—the ability of management, the business 
skill, the intelligent interest in political and 
socia! questions,—which American women have 
promised to show after they got the prize. In 
England, women have worked. In America, 
they have talked. The result bas been that the 
foreigners, beginning the contest under much 
greater disadvantages, are now much nearer 
triumph in it. 


CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

A very interesting discussion has sprung up in 
New York between Henry Bergh and Dr. Dalton, 
the. physiologist, whose works are text-books 
in many of our colleges, upon the cruelty of 
vivisection. Mr. Bergh condemns the practice 
in the most vigorous terms, and does not hesi- 
tate to call it *‘a devilish abomination which 
challenges the iniquities of hell itself to sur- 
pass.” He demands that a statute shall be 
enacted holding men of science equally re- 
sponsible for their acts of cruelty as other citi- 
zens, and authorizing the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals to send one of its 
agents to attend the lectures at the hospitals. 
He bases the demand upon the grounds, first, 
that the most eminent physiologists of the world 
declare that vivisection is a scientific failure, since 
the information sought for cannot be obtained 
while the body of the animal is writbing in agony; 
second, that however accurate the results may be, 
the repetition of these butcheries is needless, 
for the reason that the knowledge thus acquired 
is already exhausted acd given to the world; 
and third, that even if vivisection accomplished 
ail that is claimed for it, mankind has no nght to 
knowledge thus obtained. To these objections 
Dr. Dalton urges in answer: first, that the great 
majority of these operations are painless, 
because anwesthetics are administered, and that, 
even in cases where ether is not used, the degree 
of pain is very small, because operations in such 
cases are for the purpose of experimenting 
upon the nervous system, and all physiologists 
know upon what portions of the nervous 
system they can operate without causing tho 
animal a great degree of pain. To the other ob- 
jections he makes the old plea that if the science 
if physiology is to advance at all, it can only 
advance by means of experiments upon living 
animals, and that there is no other way of know- 
ing what the vital functions are than by seeing 
bow they take place while life is going on. 

There is undoubtedly so much of truth on 
both sides of the question that Mr. Bergh and

It would seem that the English correspond- 
ents of American newspapers had not by any 
means exaggerated the importance of the con- 
version to Catholicism of the Marquis of Ripon. 
The English Government professes to see in it 
rank defection, if not treason. The London 
Times, the mouth-piece of the Government, 
treats the matter with a bitterness and gravity 
absolutely stunning to us whose ideas of re- 
ligious liberty and toleration bave never yet been 
warped by the decrees of an established Church. 
‘*A statesman,” says the Thunderer, ‘* who be- 
comes a convert to Roman Catholicism, forfeits 
at once the confidence of the English people. 
Such a step involves a complete abandon- 
ment of any claim to political or even 
social influence in the nation at large, 
and can only be regarded as betraying an 
irreparable weakness of character. To become a 
Roman Catholic and remain a thorough En- 
glishman are—it cannot be disguired 
incompatible conditions.” The writer adds that 
men who have been born and brought up in that 
faith may hold it as a harmless and colorless ele- 
ment in their opinions, but that a statesman of 
the dignity and experience of the Marquis of 
Ripon * should submit himself to the yoke of 
the Roman Catholic priesthood, can only be due 
to some fatal obliquity of temperament.” Such 
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gan betrays a concern which it 46 not easy to 
comprehend. If it is meant as a check upon the 
tendency of the aristocracy to yield themselves 
up to the influence of Rome, it indicates a con- 
dition of affairs whose gravity is not by any 
means understood in this country. 


The German interviewer is a gentleman whom 
it is wiser to avoid than even the American va- 
riety. Itis narrated that one journalist by the 
nawe of Puchler made himself conspicuous, and 
that in a manner not generally adopted in this 
country. Puchler was traveling from Coblentz 
to Mayence by steamer, and met a French priest, 
the Abbe Louis of the Department of the 
Meurthe-et-Moselle. The two, who were 
strangers, conversed pleasantly to the end of 
the journey. While passing the chateau of 
Biberich, which is now the property of the King 
of Prussia, the Frenchman, with characteristic 
want of prudence, remarked that the owner 
of the chateau “was a robber of that, 
like everything else.” This being treason, 
although uttered by a foreigner, the “ jour- 
nalist”’ waited till the end of the journey, when 
he handed the priest over toa gendarme, and 
the Abbe Louis found himself on trial before 
the Correctional Police Court of Mayence. Tho 
German lawyer who defended the Abbe was re- 
proved by the Magistrate for displaying so much 
warmth in defense of a Frenchman, and the 
imprudent priest was sentenced to two months’ 
imprisonmeat. He had just been released from 
similar confinement for almost the same offense. 
If this is German “ journalism,” it is not mar- 
velous that the press of the Empire commands 
so little respect. Victims of the American Ia- 
terviewer may lay the flattering unction to their 
souls that they are not dogged by Governmen: 
spies. 


The New York Tribune announces the latest 
proof that “music hath charms to soothe the 
savage beast.” The proof came from Onondage 
County, region of salt and Cardiff giants.

After lashing, kicking, and prodding the animal, 
the intelligent young farmer bethought him of « 
lively scourge, *‘the necessary cat." Thomas 
was placed upon the shoulders of tho 
refractory eteer and pulled tailwards 
by the tail His claws made deep 
furrows down the back of the reluctant steer, but 
without locomotive effect. A second trial was 
made, but with no better resulta, At the third, 
Thomas, who had borne the strain upon his tail 
long enough, rendered a strain of his own, which 
curdles the midoight blood and starts the house- 
bolder for the boot-jack. The music worked to 
acharm. That reluctant steer arose as though 


by such experiments, is well taken. The position 
of Mr. Bergh, that cruelty is involved, is also 
well taken, but they can meet upon an inter- 
mediate ground. in case of the use of 
anesthetics, which protect the animal from 
pain, the physiologist is clearly right in deny- 
ing the charge of cruelty. But tnere are caset 
‘where the 
animal must suffer severe tortures. There 
are cases in which the use of ether renders 
it impossible for the physiologist to make the

The long story now given to the public by 
Theodore Tilton is probably the most interesting 
chapter thus far contributed to the history of 
the scandal.

At first sight these 
do seem to involve an acknowledgment of 
the worst that bas been charged; and it will 
be hard to find any other explanation of them 
Satisfactory to unprejudiced persons of plain 
common sense.

Beecher and his friends will not account for 
them at least as well as they did for the apology, 
and far better than Tilton accounts for the us, 
he made of Mr. Bowen's Woodstock letter.

The statement of Theodore Tilton, which we 
produce this morning, rivals in importance any 
which has been made on his,side of the case 
since his original allegation. ft derives weight 
both from the new matter submitted and from 
the simple setting out again of the events pre- 
cisely in the order in which they happened. 
With these two resources, Tilton makes a dan- 
gerous breach m Beecher’s statement, and rid- 
dles utterly the report of the Investigating Com- 
mittee tothe church. Without being as yet sat- 
isfied of Beecher’s guilt, we do say, and we shall 
have in this opinion the indorsement of all fair- 
minded men, that neither his statement nor the 
report of bis Committee affords at this moment 
any tolerable shelter for his reputation, much 
less any defense against the charges imputed to 
him. 

Of the very first importance, of course, is the 
confession and the early unsolicited and un- 
forced testimony of Mrs. Tilton. There 
is no escape from this confession. Til- 
ton did not force it, for it was written from 
Ohio. It leaves Beecher, so far as we can see, 
no possible escape. Mrs. Tilton now permnaes 
herself for him, as, we fear, he does himself for 

| The stake is great. The public are 
becoming calloused to the enormity of the fall, 
but think for a moment, who was Beecher? The 
great preacher of the age, apostle at once of 
Christian aad of civil liberty, destined to stand 
with Lincoln, Chase, Seward, and the great 
statesmen and soldiers of the emancipation 
epoch. What wonder that the woman now sac- 
rifices the rest of her soultosave him, what 
wonder that Tilton condoned and forgave? 
What man of sensibility would not have stood 
between this man and the public discovery of 
his guilty passion, to the very verge of human 
endurance, a verge that is soon reached when 
maguanimity and forgiveness are repaid with in- 
S 

The next point in importance 1s tlie substan- 
tiation of the fact that the original charge 
against Beecher, as well as the confession of 
Mrs, Tilton, was of adultery. The lnovestigating 
Committee in their report make a great handle 
of Tifton’s equivocal story that his wife had only 
been approached. Condemning Tilton because 
he had not solid his own soul to save Beecher, 
they condemn him with still greater violence for 
his petty equivocation to save his wife, and yet 
from this equivocation argue that there Was no 
crime at all. Tilton cites from the records of 
Plymouth Church the testimony of Mrs. Brad- 
shaw that ‘criminal intimacy” was what be 
charged against Beecher, as early as Aug. 3, 
1870, within thirty days after his wife's confes- 
sion. The Commiites of Investigation were 
ridiculously ignorant of, or else willfully ignored, 


half their report. This matter has been greatly 
magnified in importance by the Committee, and 


er partisans as sufficient proof of a conspiracy. 
Tilton's attempt to shield his wife was perfectly 
innocent, and bis overthrow of the allega'ion of 
his accusers is utter, complete, and humiliating. 
It bas a real importance, moreover, as showing 
to what poor material the Plymouth Church 
Committee were reduced in order to make out a 
case for their pastor. Their reliance upon the 
testimony of Bessie and of Mrs. Morse evinces 
the same poverty of resources.

Tilton’s examination of the possibility of his 
having been influenced by business considera- 
tions in going to Beecher on the 30th of De- 
cember is another damaging assault on Beecher’s 
theory of defense. .. . 

The tone of the whole statement is creditable 
to Tilton, and compares very favorably with 
either Moulton’s or Beecher’s statements in this 
respect. We presume that the partisans of 

seecher will affect great distress over the lifting 
of the veil from the discord of Beecher’s homo, 
but the whole affair is a tale of the woes of 
wives, and Mrs. Beecher certainly suffers the 
least of them at the hands of Mrs. Tilton. 
When it is a little clearer that Mr. Beecher has 
not undone Mrs. Tilton, may we visit a proper 
indignation on Tilton for his resorting even to 
this extremity of warfare. Asfor Mr. Beecher 
bimself, the refuge of libel suits against his ac- 
cusers cannot long avail him. If we mistake 
not, his silence for the rest of his vacation will 
give Lim a very cold world when he comes back 
toit. Weare not sure that this coldness may 
not by that time be transmuted into bitter re- 
proach and mad indignation. 

‘*a WALL OF PROOFS TOO STRONG TO BE BROKEN 
THROUGH.” 
From the Phiiadelphia Inquirer. 

Tilton’s statement is less defensive than of- 
fensive; only a less terrible arraignment than 
Tilton’s original statement. It is conceived and 
wrought out to a conclusion in a curiously calm, 
deliberate, and dispassionate spirit; and, while 
its argument isin itself always conspicuously 
strong,—as Mr. Mouiton’s sometimes was not,— 
itis also strongly supported and verified by 
facts, letters, dates, and circumstances. 

The paper is cumulative in its evidences of 
Mr. Beecher’s alleged guilt, as Moulton’s was, 
and, if it does not prove it, it goes far in that 
direction. If Mr. Boodiier is the victim of the 
base conepiracy which he declares him<elf to be, 
it must be confessed that he is greatly to be 
ve for about him his enemies have apparently 

uilded a wall of proofs too strong to be broken 
through, too high to be overleaped. 

We confront this self-evident truth with pro- 
found regret. We had hoped that, though cir- 
cumstances appeared so strong against Mr. 
Beecher, he might break through them all, and 
prove tothe world that for forty years has 
given him honor and true love, that he was not 
a guilty, but a sorely-persecuted man. Bat we 
do not clearly see the way for him out of this 
web of evidence, which is tangled about his feet, 
and most of which, and worst of which, he has 
himself prepared,—knotting, gnarling, and twist- 
ing it all about him. 

His defense seemed like trath, even while 
much of it seemed specious ; but this new state- 
ment of Tilton proves some of it to be not true, 
and filis us with perplexing doubts as to the 
truth of most of it. We take the verdict of Mr. 
Beecher's friends found against Tilton, and ac- 
cept him as absolutely unworthy of belief when 
unsupported; but that avails nothing, for he 
brings, to prove his story true, that support 
which compels our doubt, not of his statement, 
but of Mr. Beecher’s defense. 

We, in common with the great body of our 
brethren of the press, have diligently, con- 
scientiously sought to save Mr. Beecher and the 
Christian world from the reproach that would 
resuit from the production of irrefutabie evi- 
dences of guilt. But the trath is better than 
any man’s fame, and the truth and Mr. Beech- 
er’s innocence do not seem herein to go hand in 
hand.

An Ebgliish View of the Beecher Case. 
From the London Saturday Review, 
Perhaps the most extraordiaary part of the 
affair is the singular relations which appear to 
have existed between Mr. Beecher and various 
persons connected with what is called * the 
scandal.” It was on the 27th December, 187 0, 
‘that Mr. Tilson sent Mr. Beecher a ecard, calling 
upon bim, for reasons which he was assumed to 
kvow, but which the writer forbore to state, to 
withdraw from the pulpit and quit Brooklyn as 
a residence ; and it seems to have been immedi- 
ately after this that Mr. Beecher gave the ad- 
vice which he soon afterwards regretted. It is 
scarcely possible to imagine a more serious 
charge against a minister of religion than that 
which Tilton made against Beecher, and which 
was supported by a confession purporting 
to be written by his wife. Kither the charge 
is true, or Tilton and Moulton are a pair of 
infamous scoundrels. Yet Mr. Beecher, after 
hie first fit of auger, when he seems to have 
thought of assuliug the aggressive towards his 
assailant, is full of Christian forgiveness. After 
the charge was made be and Tilton continued to 
meet, shake hands, and to talk ‘‘in a friendly 
way,” and Beecher even visited at Tilton’s 
house. Mr. Moulton stood over him with a pis- 
tol and compelled him to surrender Mrs. Tilton’s 
retraction of ber confession, and was coatinually 
bleeding bim, as he now ssys, for hush-monev 
for Tilton. Yet all this time Moulton is treated 
as his dearest friend, dearer if possible than 
Tilton, for whom he is ready to sacrifice bimself. 
Moulton is “the friend whom God sent me,” 
and whose ‘‘hand tied up the storm that was 
ready to burst upon our heads.” So the pastor 
writes to the wife of his accuser; yet ‘‘the 
storm,” he now asserts, was vothing but a threat 
to publish an infamous falsehood, Is it not, he 
asks, an intimation of God's intent of mercy 
that three unhappy creatures such as Elizabeth, 
Theodore, and himself should have such a com- 
mon friend as Moulton? ‘* Ob, that I could put 
in golden letters my deep sense of your faithful, 
earnest, undying fidelity—-your disinterested 
friendsuip.” Nevertheless Moulton is now accused 
of participation in a wicked conspiracy. Agaia, 
he says of Theodore, the man _ who (ifve as- 
sume his imnocence) had maligned him in 
the most hofrible way, that, if a reconciliation 
is to take place, “‘Thaeodore will have 
the hardest task, but has he not proved himself 
capable of the nobieat things?” He wonders 
whether Elizabeth knows ‘“‘ how generously T. 
has carried bimaelf towards me.” He meets his 
slanderer in the cars, and remarks with servile 
gratitude, ‘‘He was kind ; at theend he told me 
to go on with my workwithout the least anxiety 
inso faras his feelings and actions were the 
occasions of apprehension.” It may seem to 
some simost an etaggeration of Christian meek- 
ness to thank a manu for his kindnees in refrain- 
ing from publishing an abominable calumny. 
but Mr. Beecher’s gratitude kuows no bounds. 
He mortgages his house and pays over $7,000 to 
Mouiton for Tilton’s benefit, and praises Tilton 
for bis ‘‘generous impulses,” though he 
admits that his “strong theatric na- 
ture”’ made it impossible to rely upon 
him. Thus the trivial incident of an accusation 
of adultery left this happy family as affectionate 
and united as ever. ‘Tilton and his wife lived 
together as before, and the charitable pastor 
whose character had been assailed expresses his 
profound sense of the generosity with which he 
bas been treated, and is willing to make any 
sacrifice in return for the imputations heaped 
upon him. This is certainlya puzzling and mys- 
terious situation, but Mr. Beecher’s offer to re- 
ture from his church as a concession to the in- 
ventor of what he alleges to be a wicked libel is 
most bewildering of all.. Many a man _ before 
now has succumbed to the terrorof a false, 
charge, and bribed his accusor. But Mr. 
Beecher appears not only to have paid for 
silence, bu; to have assumed his own guilt in his 
intercourse with his persecutors. On his own 
construction of the matter, the moral cowardice 
which he has displayed in conniving at the vil- 
lainy of which he was himself the immediate 
victim is almost as great an offence against so- 
ciety as the personal misconduct with which he 
is charged.

FAST RUNNING ON RAILROADS. 


To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune: 

Sir: In Tex Terpunz of Sept. 13 you copy 
from the Poughkeepsie Zagile an account of 
** The fastest e ever made on the Hudson 
River Railroad,”—eiaking 70 miles (as by the 
railroad-guide) in 1 hour and 20 minutes actual 
running time. This is good time, but I think 
that in 1856, a train was run from Albany to New 
York in 2 hours and 40 minutes,—144 miles,-- 
making seven full stope. The fact created con- 
siderable excitement at the time, and was widely 
published. One incident I remember in connec- 
tion with the performance was: An engineer, 
whose run was between New York and Pough- 
keepsie, claiming that be could make the run of 
73 miles in an hour, and his offer to bet $500 on 
the result, if the officers of the road wotid 
allow him to make the trial, which was not done. 
But we have a better record on some of our 
bem et for, in 1868, a run was made 
from J ville, Wis,, to Chicago, @ distance of 
91 miles, in 1 hour and 30 minutes, which, I 
think, was published in Tas Trrevxe at the 
time. I might name a number of other fast 
runs of which I bave the record, were it not for 
taking up too much valuable space in 
TRIBUNE.

Consultation of the Managers of the 
Union Pacific and the 
Iowa Lines. 


Progress of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Extension. 


Miscellaneous Items, 


THE UNION PACIFIC. 

President Sidney Dillon and Jay Gould, of 
the Union Pacific Railroad, accompanied by 
Gen. G. M, Dodge, Council Bluffs ; Gen. Colton, 
San Francisco ; Thomas J. Sheridan, New York ; 
C. K. Moore, Elizabeth; and G. P. Morrison, 
New York, arrived at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
yesterday. This distinguished party is on a 
tour of inspection over the Union and Central 
Pacific Raiiroads, and will go as far as San 
Francisco, where they will remain several days. 

THE MAIN OBJECT 

of their journey is to facilitate traffic over these 
roads, by increasing the speed of the trains, 
which now run at the rate of 15 miles an hour. 
Instead of making a connection with the Union 
Pacific Transfer at Council Biuffs, it is proposed 
torun athrough car from Chicago, abolishing 
this transfer, as at present conducted. It is ex- 
pected that, by the proposed increase in speed, 
a day will be saved between Chicago and Ogden, 
THE MANAGERS OF THE IOWA POOL LINES— 
the Chicago & # £4Northwestern, Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy. and Chicago «& 
Rock Island Railroads—and Mr. i. C. 
Wicker, New York Agent of the pooi 
lines, beld a meeting last evening at the Grand 
Pacitic Hotel with Messrs. Jay Gould and Sidney 
Dillon, for the purpose of bringing the difficulty 
in regard to the proratwg of through 
freights to a final settlement. It will 
be remembered that lass winter the three 
pool lines refused to ship  freights 
to San Francisco via the Union Pacifico Railroad 
unless that lime would prorate with them. Mr. 
Vining, the General Freight Agent of the Union 
Pacific, refused to comply, and subsequently 
made arrangements with the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad to carry the California through freights 
via Kearney. Ever since there has been quar- 
reling between these various lines, and pumber- 
less meetings have been held without avail. At 
present Mr. Vining 18 giving about balf the busi- 
ness to the Alton, and the other half to the pool- 
ers. But the poolers are not satisfied with these 
terms. They want all the buiness or none, and 
therefore the meeting last evening was 
held. What conclusion was rerched could not 
be learned, but 1t is bardly possible that any 
final action was taken, as Mr. Smith, of tbe 
Alton, is out of town. He will, however, be back 
this morning. 

An effort will also be made to a>olish all ont- 
side commission oflices at San Francisco, and 
have tickets sold only at the oflice of the Central 
Pacific Railroad. 


ON THEIR WAY 
to California these gentlemen will also stop at 
the bierra Nevada Mountains, near Truckee, 
and look at the prospects of the new 
tunnel lately projecied by Mr, Huntin g- 
ton, President 6f the Central Pacific Railroad, 
This tunne! will be several miles long, and will 
cost $2,000,000, and will preclude the necessity 
which exists at present of making a steep ascent 
of more than 1,000 feet ou avery difficult part 
of the road. When this shall be completed; the 
snow-sheds which now form eo important a 
feature in the equipment of the road will be no 
longer necessary. Several thousand tons of 
steel rails have been sent to the line of the road 
to replace the iron as fast as they are worn. 
FINANCES OF THE ROAD. 

The Directors of the Union Pacific Railroad 
have just issued a pronunciamento, announcing 
to the bondholders the great success and ap- 
proaching close of the funding operations of t..e 
Company. They aiso congratulate the holders 
of the income bends, who have exchanged the 
same, on the steady appreciation in the market 
value of the new sinking-fund bonds, which 
have advanced? per cent since the 2d inst . : 

These bonds are constantly growing in favor with 
investors, and it would seem should eventually take a 
higher rank on the Stock Exchange than the income 
bonds have done, owing to the valuable security be- 
hind them, 

The sinking-fund bonds are a mort upon the 
road, equipment, and franchises of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company after the first-mortgage bonds and 
the Government lien, which alone is sufficient security 
to give the bonds a high standing, and insuie 
the prompt payment of interest and principal; 
but in addition they area second mortgage upon the 
immense land-grenmt of the Company. The land- 
grant bonds, which form a first lien upon the landa, 
have been reduced from $10,400,000 to nearly $3,000,- 
000, and the Land Department bas in notes and cash 
about $2,700,000, which, at the present market price, 
would retire $3,000,000 more of the bonds, reducing 
the total to $5,000,000. The Land Department has 
bought and canceled nearly $600,000 land-grant bonds 
since Jan, 1, which isa very rapid reduction in the 
bonded debt, It will be seen, therefore, that the time 
is not very distant when the sinking-fund bonds will 
become a first lien upon the lands of the Company, an 
empire in itself. The Company, up to Aug. 1, 1374, ha d 
disposed of 1,035,784 acres for $4,719,367, an average 
of $455 per acre, and still had on hand 11,044,215 
acres, 

The Directors, in making this communication to the 
holders of the Company's securities, feel bound to ex- 
press their conviction that there is a great future be- 
fore their enterprise. The traffic returns are very en- 
couraging, the net earnings for July having shown an 
increase of $40,000, notwithstanding the general de- 
pression of business, The Company has effected a new 
arangement in regard to its coal-eupply, Whereby fuel 
is obtained at a much lower cost than formerly. The 
extra expenses for filling up trestle-work, which have 
been charged to operating expenses, are about over, 
and im other ways the expenses of the road will be re- 
duced from this time forward.

THE BALTIMORE & OHIO. 

The Chicago extension of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad will be finished in a few days, and 
will be formally opened by the Ist of November, 
provided the trouble with the Michigan Central 
tailroad is settled by that time. The latter road 
is objecting to the Baltimore & Ohio crossing its 
track at Lake Station, and has made application 
for an injunction. The Baltimore & Ohio, in its 
new extension, crosses about fifteen different 
roads, and thus far nas had no trouble with any 
of them except the one mentioned above, The 
Michigan Central wants to compel the Baltimore 
& Ohio to cross its line through a tunnel or over 
a viaduct, which woulé entail an expense upon 
the new line of about 100,000. 

It is claimed by the managers of the Baltimore 
& Ohio that the Michigan Central is making all 
this trouble because they do not wanta rival 
line, and that by going to law they calculate to 
keep them out for a year or so longer. 

The new road is entirely complete except the 
filling up of three gaps of 12, 6, and 4 miles 
each, all of which will be finished by the Sth of 
October. The new depot at the foot of South 
Water street is completed to the roof, which is 
now putting on. It isa very substantial brick 
building.

CENTRAL AMERICA. 
AsPINWALL, Sept. 12.—A serious riot, atter 
with bloodshed, took place here this afterfioou 
between Italians in the employ of the Pasific 
Mail Steamship Company and troops on duty 
here.

THE GREAT TROJAN SCANDAL. 


The True Story of Paris and 
Helen. 


Report of the Committee of Six. 


From the Graphic, 
SCHLIEMANN'S NEW DISCOVERY. 

CoNSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 1.—Among the recent 
discoveries made by Dr. Schliemann on the site 
of ancient Troy is one which not only fully con- 
firms the Homeric legend, but which is in itself 
so extraordinary as to seem almost incredible. 
It is nothing less than the discovery among the 
so-called ‘treasures of Priam” of a series of 
papyri containing a full account of the abduc- 
tion of Helen. The preservation of these papyri 
is to be accounted for by the fact that they were 
inclosed in a chest formed of thick slabs of as- 
bestos, which resisted the fire which consumed 
Troy. They include copies of several of the 
leading Greek and Trojan journals of the day, 
thus refutiug the popular theory that journalism 
was unkpvown to the aucients, | have been per- 
mitted, through the kindness of Herr von 
Schweinbund, late German Consul at Constanti- 
nople, to see the original documents,—all of 
which are written in Greek,—and to make trans- 
lations of the most interesting facts set forth by 
them. I am, therefore, in a position to give 
your readers the first trustworthy account of the 
great Trojau scandal which has appeared for 
3,000 years. 

The identity of the Homeric characters is 
fully confirmed, and the legend that Paris visit- 
ed Menelaus at Messene is substantiated in all 
its main features. Paris was, however, not the 
mere handsome guardsman whom Homer has 
described, but a young Prince of great promise, 
wbo had already written anumber of popular 
works, and who was engaged while at Messene 
on a * Life of Prometheus.” , 

Menelaus does not seem to have suspected any 
intimacy between the handsome ‘Brojan and his 
wife until the latter, ina moment of remorse, 
caused by over-indulgence in weak tea, made a 
confession to him. e therefore met Paris at 
the house of Ajax,—who was the friend of both, 
—and, after obtaining a confession from him, 
agreed to hush the matter up. 

Unfortunately, a retire@l priest of Delphos, 
with astrong desire for muschief, got wind of 
the matter,—doubtless throaugh one of the 
Pythoneses,—and began to abuse Menelaus in 
the columns of the Messenean News. About 
the same time Paris returned to Troy, taking 
Helen with him, and Menelans, ia his indigna- 
tion, made the whole story puolic, 

The excitement created was enormous, and 
Paris, to save his reputation, demanded an in- 
vestigation, selecting six troopers of his own 
regiment a8 a committee. The investigation 
was condneted with the most perfect fairness— 
a company of a:chers beivg stationed outside 
the door of the committee-room, with orders to 
shoot every witness who did not testify in Paris’ 
favor. They failed, however, to hit Menelaua, 
and were obiiged to content themselves with ia- 
stigating the camp-followers to throw mud at 
him. 

Menelaus told a straightforward story, which, 
when publisbed oy tne Trojan and Grecian 
papers, convinced nearly every intelligent person 
of its truth, especially as it contained letcers 
written by Paris, in which he expressed his 
guilty attachment, and remarked that ** Meoe- 
laus bad conducted himself most generously 
towards him,” but that be should nevertheless 
be very nervous until he could carry Helen away 
to Troy with him. Paris, of course, denied that 
he was guilty. Helen, he admitted, came 
to Troy with him, but it was in order to read the 


proof-sheets of his ** Life of Prometheus.” His 
expressions as to nervousness in certain of his 
letters were due to the fact that his father, the 


venerabie Priam, had frequently been troubled 
with deafness, while he himself had for years 
believed that he was in danger of receiving a 
blow on the head froma cocoanut ip case he 
should ever visit the South Sea Islands. As to 
the rest of his letters, he cou.d not at that dis- 
tance of time remem) er what thev meant, but 
rather fancied they aliuded to an attack of 
measles, from which his litile boyhood had euf- 
iered. lo closing his testimony he remarked 
that he corsidered Ajax a liar and a thief on 
general principles, aud infoimed him that, what- 
ever be migit say, DO inielligeat troopes would 
believe him. 

Now Ajax was—as Homer represents him— 
one of the bravest of the brave. He was greaily 
incensed against Paris, and proceeded tu crush 
bim, by makiog a fail statement of tae tacts in 
the case. He pablished letters from Paris, from 
his sister Cassandra,—who knew hum to be guilty, 
—and from numerous other persons. The guiit 
of Paris was made as clear as noonday. and. 
thereupon the troopers who were investigating 
the matter hastily brought in a verdict to tue 
effect that, inasmucb as sienelaus and Ajax had 
proved Paris guilty of a shameiul crite, be was 
ubqguestionably inuocent, 

‘Lhe report of the Committee was followed by 
a general publication of statements on the part 
of everybody. Ajax and Menelaus each made new 
statements more terrible than thei original 
ones. Ihe Pythoneses who had been away oo a 
voyage to Egypt, returned and made a weekly 
statement for three months without intermis- 
sion. Cassandra made her statement claiming 
that Pans was innocent because she nad originally 
called him guilty. Helen and her waiting maid 
both made statements, but they were so full of 
impossibilities that they were hooted at, The 
mother of Helen made ber little statement, oc- 
cupying forty-eight closely-printed colums of 
the Troy Whig, impartially calling everybody 
concerned in the scandal horse-thieves and 
drunkards, and ending with a request that some 
one would appoint ber brother Collector at Cor- 
inth. Public opinion, which at tirst had been 
somewhat favorable to Paris, completely 
changed. There was a universal demand that 
the man who had been the cause of so many 
statements ebould die. ‘The coalition of the 
Gieek chiefs was the result of this demand, and 
Homer tells us how the great veogeance of 
heaven feil upon Paris and imvolved his whole 
army of supporters in his ruin. 

The original papyn from which I have taken 
these facis are now on their way to Berlin, and 
in @ few weeks will doubiless be pubiished in 
tull.
